3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by French 
document (2652262). 

French document '262 discloses a mobile lifting device having a substantially vertical 
support mast (1 ) secured to a base frame, said base frame being supported from a floor 
surface by a plurality of wheels ((6,7), see Figs. 1,2); a load platform (32) suspended 
from said support mast; a drive mechanism (8,13,18) to translate said load platform 
along said mast substantially to and from a floor surface engagement position, and, 
a braking mechanism (29,30,31,39,33,34) to substantially immobilize said base frame 
when said load platform is substantially contiguous with said floor surface. 

5. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fridman 
et al. (US 5148557). 

Fridman et al. discloses a mobile lifting device having a substantially vertical support 
mast (240) secured to a base frame (40), said base frame being supported from a floor 
surface by a plurality of wheels (230); a load platform (44) suspended from said support 
mast; a drive mechanism (70,260) to translate said load platform along said mast 
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substantially to and from a floor surface engagement position, and, a braking 
mechanism (col. 6 line 35+, col. 7 line 40+, col. 10 line 19+) to substantially immobilize 
said base frame when said load platform is substantially contiguous with said floor 
surface. 

6. Claims 12-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Andolfi 
(US 5411044). 

Andolfi discloses a mobile lifting device having a substantially vertical support mast 
(103) secured to a base frame (101a), said base frame being supported from a floor 
surface by a plurality of wheels (167,169); a load platform (137) suspended from said 
support mast; a drive mechanism (135) to translate said load platform along said mast 
substantiaJly to and from a floor surface engagement position, and, a braking 
mechanism (col. 12 line 50+) to substantially immobilize said base frame when said 
load platform is substantially contiguous with said floor surface.
